The meeting was celled to order with Mayor Miller presiding.

Roll esll:

The Mayor snnounced that this meeting was called for the purpose of
hearing the appeal of ROY VELASQUEZ from the decision of the Taxicab Franch:.se
Commigsion in denying his application for 16 additional taxicabs.

MR. FRANK DENIUS represented MR. ROY VELASGQUEZ.

MR, TRUEMAN E. O'QUINN represented CHECKER CAB COMPANY, YELLOW CAB
COMPANY and OWL TAXI SERVICE, whose operstions represented 59% of the total
cab opergtion in the City. Mr. O0'Quinn stated there had heen no application
for increase in cgbs since the ordinance was passed in 1950; that the Taxi-
cab Pranchise Commigsion had found there was no need for additional service.
He filed copies of official records of the Taxicab Department Inspector's
Division as follows:

Mr. O'Quinn stated from all records, there was no indicgtion of inadequate
cab gervice for the travelling public.

MR. DIENIUS stated the genersl public was suffering because it did@ not have
adeqguate cab serwice. MR. RALPH MOORE supported the application for extra cab
service. In connection with Paragrsph 2 of the findings of the Taxicab Commis-
sion regarding Roy's Texi Company's not operating 24 hours a day, Mr. Denius
filed the following affidevit signed by Boy Velasquez:

"THE STATE OF TEXAS |
KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS:
COUNTY OF TRAVIS |

"BEFORE ME, the undersigned authority, a notary public in and for Travis
Comnty, Texas, perscnally appesred ROy Velasquez who, after being duly swonmn,
did depose and state as follows:

"L. Thet I sm over the asge of twenty-one (21) years snd not incepacitated
in any way in making this affidavit. ‘

"2, That I am the owner of Roy's Texi.

"3. 'That this affidavit is made in connection with my application on
file with the City Council to operate sixteen (16) additional taxicabs in the
City of Austin. '

"4, That Persgraph 2 of the findings of the Taxicab Rranchise Commission
indicate and hold thet Roy's Texi does not operste a twenty-four (24) hour
gervice. In truth and in fact, Roy's taxis and terminal are available to the
public at any hour, day or night, and that the public at large may call Roy's
Taxi telephone number at any time and cab service will be gvailable to “them gs
promptly as dispatching permits.

MR. O'QUINN ingroduced some independent drivers: MR. J. GORDON COX,
operating out of the Checker Cab terminal, stated he feared being forced out
of business if additional cabs were permitted, as that would cut down on each
individual's business; that he was driving 12-14 hours s day to make a living;
MR. FRED WORKMAN egreed with Mr. Cox, and stated the driver made only 40% of
the 12-14 hour dsy's work. MR. STEVE TARTER, operator of four cabs under Yellow
gEnd Checker Cab Company, sbated there was & big problem of the cab Owner making
any mopey; and he believed the less cabs in operstion, the more the drivers
could mske. MR. RANDOLFH HAWKINS, Deluxe Cab Company, stated it would be g
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conkinous fight, for if one got more cabs, the others would want more. He
operated 18 out of 20 cars. MR. GEORGE KNOX, Herlem Cab Compsny, had 20 permits,
but had not uged all of them a8 business was falling off.

MR. DENIUS introduced two gentiemen who drive for Roy and paid a temminal
fee who had no objections. to his adding more cars.

MR. BOB LONG, Attorney, stated he was unable to get Yellow Csb or Checker
Cab to take him home from the Alrport, as they wanted to wait until they got a
crowd, but Roy's cab gave him willing service.

MR. O'QUINN asked that the Council study the official records as filed
by him thet represent the reports and compilgtions made by the City and reports
made by wvarious companies on their operstions. He asked also that the radio log
book of Roy's Taxi Cab Company be made available, and the record of telephone
calls.

The Council discussed the matter of adding more cabs for Roy's Taxi in
great detail. It was discussed to grant him 10 more; and if those ten were
used, then he could be grented the other six requested. Mr. Velasguez stated
he wanted the sixteen. After discussion, Councilmanlong moved that the 16
additionsl cabs they were asking for be granted. The motion was seconded by
Councilman White. Councilman Pesrson moved that the motion be amended to read
"ten" cabs. The mménded motion lost for lack of a second. Counclilman Long
then restated her motion and moved that the City Manager be instructed to
ingtruct the City Attorney to add to Roy's Taxi Company's present authority
for 14 permits, to increase it to 30, making 16 edditionsl permits; and that
the ordinance be prepared and brought in at the next Reguler Meeting of the
Council on next Thursday. The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried
by the following vote:

Ayes: Councilmenlong, Palmer, White, Mayor Miller
Noeg: Councilman Pearson¥®

*Councilman Pearson voting against the motion with the statement that

he did not feel the evidence presented would justify the 16; although
he would be happy to vote for a smaller number, but not on the 16.

MR. RANDOLPH HAWKINS stated he wsnted to get more permits also, and he
was advised to go through the regular channels.

There being no further 'ﬁusi'ness, the Council adjournmed about noon,
subject to the call of the Mayor.
